Comments 

1 . Claims 2 and 3 were canceled by the applicant. 

Response to Applicant's Arguments 

2. As applicant argues, prior art reference Kim et al. (6,640,024; "Kim") fails to teach an optical 
switching having a "tilted Bragg grating" that deflects light out from the fibers. Remarks, p. 5, 
11. 17-19. This argument is persuasive in light of applicant's amendment to independent claim 1 
where in applicant adds the limitation of first and second "blazed Bragg gratings" deflecting light 
from two optical waveguides into two "anti-parallel individual beams." This limitation facilitates 
the switching of light between predetermined paths. 

Kim remains the closest prior art of record in this application. However, in light of the 
applicant's amendment, claims 1 and 4-10 are allowable as distinguished over the prior art of 
record because of the reason stated above. It is this examiner's position that prior art, taken 
alone, fails to disclose or, taken in combination, fails to render obvious the limitations of the 
claims discussed above. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Reasons for Allowance." 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 and 4-10 are allowed. 

Independent claim 1 is allowed because the prior art, taken alone, fails to disclose or, 
taken in combination, fails to render obvious a spectrally selective optical switch comprising: a 
first and a second optical waveguide; a first blazed Bragg grating; a second blazed Bragg grating 
oriented at different angles to deflect light out from said at least one of said first and optical 
waveguides into two anti-parallel beams ; in combination with the other recited limitations in the 
claim. 

Claims 4-10 are allowable as dependent upon claim 1 .
